The interstate commerce commis- 
sion Friday in Washington ordered an 
investigation of the intrastate railroad 
passenger fares in Georgia placed in 
effect on order of the public service 
commission, Chairman Jud P. Wil- 
holt, of the commission, immediately 
attacked the inquiry charging the ac- 
tion of the I. C. C. “as heroic as was 
the action of Nero in ‘fiddling while 
Rome burned.” 

The I. C. C. order was issued after 
the commission had before it for sev- 
eral weeks the protest of the railroads 
that the two-cent maximum passenger 
fare was “prejudicial.” Georgia is thé 
oniy state in the union in which beth 
Pullman and day coach passenger 
fares are fixed at a maximum of two 

r ° 1 
cents. ‘The two-cent rate is effective 
in day coaches pretty generally, but 
the Pullman fare elsewhere is three 
cents per mile and upward.

“All railroads operating in southern 
territory have in effect a 1 1-2 cent 
fare in day coaches,“a 2-cent fare in 
Pullmans on round trip tickets with 
15-day limits, 2 1-2 cent fares with 
round trip tickets with 60-day limits, 
and 3 cents per mile in Pullmans one 
way. 

“These are experimental fares per-

GERMANS PROTEST 
JOFINSON'S ATTACK 


Mexico Also Is Angry at 
Villa Reference; Hull 
Disclaims It Officially. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—(/)— 
‘Barely had the state department as- 
sured the German embassy today that 
Hugh S&S. Johnson was not a spokes- 
man for the American government in 
international matters before word 
apread in the capital that Mexico, too, 
was displeased by remarks of the 
nuick-speaking general. 


The Mexican embassy declined to 
discuss the matter but from = other 
quarters it was understood the refer- 
ences Johnson made to Mexico in his 
Waterloo, Iowa, speech had been 
transmitted to the Mexican foreign of- 
fice for study. Ambassador Fernan- 
do Gonzalez Roa conferred with em- 
bassy officials and was believed to be 
awaiting instructions whether to make 
any representations to the state de- 
partment. 

Speaking for Himself. 

A protest by the German charge 

M'affaires today brought from Secre- 
tary Hull an explanation that John- 
g0n was speaking as an individual and 
mot for the government. 
_ The secretary said he regretted that 
giohnson’s official position made it 
possible for remarks made by him as 
an individual to be misconstrued as 
pfficial. 

Mexican tempers were ruffled by 
wohnson's reference to the Pancho 
Villa epoch of 20 years ago. The 
Mexicans regarded his reference 
that heetic period as an unfortunate 
end gratuitous reminder of conditions 
po longer existing in Mexico. 

“Semi-Savage” Angers. 

Johnson, in his speech, referred to 
recent executions in Germany and de- 
clared : 


in Mexico during the Villa ravages 
avd among semi-civilized people or 
eaveges half-drunk on sotol and mara- 
yuana, but that such a thing should 
appen in a country of some supposed 
enltore passes comprehension.” 
Johnson Adamant. 

The state department explanation 
‘was made in response to a_ protest 
from Dr. Rudolf Leitner, charge 
«affaires at the German embassy. In- 
formed at Omaha of the protest,.John- 
Gon said: 

“T meant everything I said.” 

The protest was caused by a state- 
ment by Johnson in his speech at 
‘Waterloo, Iowa, that he had been 
made “very sick” physically by the 
wholesale executions without trial in 
Germany. 

Johnson said in his speech that he 
had seen such _ revoltin incidents 
among semi-civilized people and half- 
druuken savages but that it was in- 
comprehensible that. they should oc- 
cur in a country of culture. 

Early Protest. 

Leitner hastened to the state de- 
partment this morning to pretest 
against Johnson's remarks as deroga- 
tory to Germany and distinctly un- 
friendly toward a nation with which 
the United States maintains officially 
friendly relations. : 

Secretary Hull, in a statement soon 
efter Leitner’s call, said he “regretted” 
that General Johnson's remarks had 
been construed as official.

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AITLER DEFENDS 
BLOODY PURGING 


Killing 77 Saved Nation 
From, Civil War, Ger- 
many Is Told.

which we shall ourselves be in a posi- 
tion to create or substitute.” 

Hitler came out flatly in his speech 
in opposition to mixing the reichs- 
webhr (regular army) with political 
organizations, such as the storm troop- 
ers, an objective, he said, of the plot 
which he accused Roehm, and former 
Chancellor Kurt Von Schleicher, of 
hatching. 

Von Schleicher, who was shot down 
with his wife “resisting arrest,’ was 
to have become vice chancellor, Hitler 
said, suceeeding Franz Von Papen, 
conservative friend of President Paul 
Von Hindenburg, who was under 
guard himself for a short time after 
the rebellion was suppressed. 

Fixes Number Dead. 

Not the least interesting portion of 
Hitler's speech was that in which he 
stated that the number of dead in 
the revolt was 77. 

No number had been officially given 
previously, but semi-official state- 
ments had put it as much lower. Nine- 
teen were high storm troop leaders, 
31 lesser members of that organiza- 
tion, and the others scattered among 
civilians, and schutz staffel (special 
guard) members. Three of the latter 
were shot, he said, for mistreating 
persons taken into protective custody. 

61 Executions. 

Thirteen of those killed were “re- 
sisting arrest,” and three committed 
suicide, the chancellor asserted, indi- 
cating that 61 executions took place. 

The plot against his regime as de- 
tailed by Hitler was engineered by 
Roehf, who “without informing me, 
took up relations through a corrupt 
middle-man with General Kurt Von 
Schleicher (Hitler’s predecessor in 
office). 

“Von Schleicher was of the opin- 
ion that the present German regime 
was untenable and that defensive 
forces of the nation and all national 
societies must be brought in one hand, 
that the only man for this post could 
be Roehm, and that Vice Chancellor 
Von Papen must be removed and 
that he, Von Schleicher, must be put 
in his place.” 

Von Papen Absent. 

Von Papen, somewhat of an enigma 
in the new order of things, since the 
“second revolution,” was not present 
in the reichstag with other cabinet 
ministers as the reichstag session 
opened virtually without ceremony at 
8 p. m., and Hitler started speaking 
three minutes later, talking for an 
hour and 41 minutes. 

In the latter portion of his speech 
Hitler struck out boldly in a state- 
ment which recalled his earlier charges 
that a “foreign power” had been in- 
volved in the revolt. 

Apparently referring to a reported 
meeting of Roehm, Von Schleicher and 
the French ambassador, Andre Fran- 
cois-Poncet, in the home of an in- 
dustrialist named Regendanz, he said: 
“If three traitors in Germany agree 
to meet witb a foreign statesman and 
carry out this meeting after removing 
domestic help and giving orders to 
keep the meeting secret, let such men 
be shot dead, even if it should be 
true that in a conference thus oi 
secret from me. there was talk only 
about the weather or old coins, or 
similar things.” 

Sympathy for Families. 

“T feel sorry,” the chancellor said 
at one point, “for the wives and chil- 
dren of those who were shot, but I 
helieve that the misfortune that came 
to them was only a small fraction of 
the misfortune that might have de- 
scended upon tens of thousands of 
German men and women.” 

Hindenburg Praised. 

In the course of his charges regard- 
ing Roehm and Von Schleicher, Hitler 
paid tribute to President Von Hinden- 
burg, of whom he spoke with the 
greatest respect throughout his dis- 
course, 

“I could never have considered put- 
ting the reichswehr and a nationalis- 
tic organization under one manage- 
ment,” he said, referring to the al- 
leged plans, “for I always insisted 
that such fighting organizations were 
part of a political institution that had 
nothing to do with the army. 
“Resides the head of the army is 
the field marshal general, the reichs- 
president. His person is untouchable 
for all of us.” 

Cheating Leaders. 
Confessing that on three occasions 
the storm troops had had leaders who 
cheated the rank and file, Hitler said: 

“But I also had an opportunity 
three times to see that the moment 
when his actions were proved to be 
treason the traitor remained alone and 
was avoided hy everybody. 

“In a tew weeks the brownshirts 
again will be dominant on the Ger- 
|man streets and will show everybody 
‘that it is unmistakable as a fact that 
| the national socialist Germany is all 
the stronger now that it has over- 
/come great difficulty.” 
|. A hint, nevertheless, that there will 
not be so many brownshirts—the num- 
| ber had grown to 2,000,000 or more— 
(had been given earlier in the speech 
when Hitler said that Roehm expand- 
ed the organization without his au- 
thority. 


Dramatic Climax. 

A high dramatic point was reached 
by the chancellor as he concluded what 
he. promised. would be—and what 
‘turned out to be—a “brutally frank” 
|Statement of his reasons for acting 
}as he did. 
| “Just as IT am ready before history 
_to take the responsibility for the 24 
_ hours in which I made the bitterest 
decision of my life,” he said, “in 
which fate again taught me with ev- 
ery fiber in my body to love the Ger- 
/man people and the German reich, so 
|let all Germans feel themselves re- 
‘sponsible for the most valuable pos- 
'session Germany can  have—order 
within and peace without.” 
| Hitler went to the Kroll theater, 
where the reichstag met, in an open

Men in Uniforms. 
he faced an audience com- 
posed almost entirely of men in the 
uniforms of the storm troops and the

| Hermann Wilhelm Goering. Prus- 
|sian prime minister, who assisted 
Hitler in his suppression of the re- 
volt, rang a bell to bring the reichs- 
tag to order and Hitler shouted 
“Deputies, men of the German reichs- 
tag!” 

From then on he spoke earnestly, 
sometimes shouting, sometimes w- 
ing calm and persuasive, often inter- 
rupted by applause. 
| “The reichstag president, Goering, 
called you together today,” he ex- 
| plained, “to afford me the possibility 
to explain to the people before this 
competent forum of the nation the 
events which may live in our history 
2s a sad and warning memory for all 
times.” 

Then he launched into his story. 
telling first of the troubles which 
| beset the reich before he came to pow- 
|er and the nazi view that Hitler's 
ascendancy to the chancellory

He was nearly halfway through 
hig speech before he got to the details 
of the revolt. 

Contrary to his expressed orders, 
Hitler said, “and contrary to declara- 
tions given me by my former chief of 
staff, Ernst Roehm, the storm troops 
had been filled up to such an extent 
that their inner homogenity was in 
danger. s 

“The relationship between the nazi 
party and the S. A. (storm troops) 

gan slow! to loosen. Efforts were 
under way to estrange the S. A. more 
— more from the mission I set for 
sy 

The bearing of individtval storm 
troops became, he continued, “not 
only not national socialistic, but re- 
pulsive.” 7 

Roehm Does N , 

“I referred these facts to Roehm 
without hiseupplying the remedy,” the 
chancellor said. “Soon reports came 
that 8S. A. leaders were propagating 
the idea of a new revolution. : 

“Roehm tried to represent them as 
merely cowardly attacks upon the 


The chief of the troopers, Hitler 
declared, was guilty of many acts of 
sabotage which showed he was out of 
tune with the policies of national so- 
cialism. 

“From the month of May onward,” 
the speaker charged, ‘there could no 
longer be any doubt but that Roehm 
was occupied with very ambitious 
plans which in the event of their real- 
ization must have led to most serious 
consequences. 

“If I hesitated it was because I 
could not reconcile myself to the 
thought that a relationship I had be- 
lieved was built upon fidelity could 
be nothing but a lie.” 

Sought To Avert Purge. 

He continued to hope that the 
storm troop movement and the nazi 
party could be spared the disgrace of 
the sort of purge which eventually 
came about, Hitler said, but a plot 
arose “not only against the normal 
conceptions of healthy people but 
against the security of the state.” 

At this pgint Hitler detailed his 
charges against Roehm and Von 
Schleicher, and then came to the dra- 
matic story of June 30. 

Roehm, Hitler said, tried to realize 
his purposes by force. 

“The contention was spread that 
the reichswehr was intending to dis- 
solve the S. A.,” he continued. “This 
was later augmented by the damnable 
lie that I had unfortunately also been 
won over to the plan.” 

‘Used Troops’ Money. 

Through collections of money from 
the storm troopers, Hitler charged, 
Roehm assembled millions of marks 
to carry out his plot. 

Sub leaders were told, he related, 
that the second revolution was ‘for 
the purpose of making it possible for 
me to act freely again.” 

“I importuned him of his own ac- 
cord to oppose this madness,” Hitler 
said of a five-hour conference he had 
with Roehm early in June, “and to 
lend the weight of his authority to 
prevent its development—that thus 
only a catastrophe could be ended. 

“Roehm left the conference with as- 
surance that he would see everything 
put in order. 

Sought Removal. 

“Seeing that he could not win my 
support, he made preparatious for my 
removal. 

“The counter-revolution was to be- 
gin with an assault upon a govern- 
ment building and with my arrest. 
Orders were to.be given to the storm 
troops in my name. 

“By the end of June, I was deter- 
mined to put an end to this impos- 
sible development before the. blood of 
tens of thousands of innocent persons 
had been spilled in this catastrophe,” 

At first, Hitler said, he intended 
to go to Bad Weisse, where storm 
troop leaders had been called for a 
conference, at noon June 30, remove 
Roehm from office and arrest the sub 
leaders. 

Before the end of Friday, June 28, 
however, alarming news reached him 
and he abandoned a trip through a 
labor camp to be ready for an emer- 


gency. 
Revolt Hour Set. 

He revealed that he had learned the 
Berlin storm troops had been called 
out for revolt at 4 p. m. June 30 and 
in Munich the alarm was for 9 p. m. 
June 
“Under these conditions,” he said, 
“there could be but one decision if 
misfortune was yet to be averted: I 
had to act with the speed of light- 
ning. 

“Only by interfering ruthlessly and 
| with blood was it still possible to pre- 
vent the revolt from spreading out. 
There could be no question but that 
it was better to destroy. a hundred 
mutineers and conspirators than to let 
tens of thousands of innocent S. A. 
men perish on one side and tens of 
| thousands of equally innocent persons 
on the other. 

Seized Rebels. 

Hitler then related the events of 
June 29, telling how he went to Bad 
Weisse and seized the rebels, having 
them shot, as had previously been told 
by Propaganda Minister Paul Joseph 
Goebbels in a radio address. 

: “Mutineers,” said the chancellor, 

must be broken tp according to 
laws which eternally remain equally 
high. If anybody confronts me with 
the charge of why I didn’t invoke an 
agg course of action, I can only 
say: 

“In this hour I was responsible for 
the fate of the German nation and 
thereby the supreme court of the Ger- 
man people during these 24 hours con- 
sisted of myself, 

y gave orders to shoot those who 
were mainly responsible for treachery. 
[ gave a further order to burn out 
unto the raw flesh the pest-boil of our 
internal well-poisoning, and the pois- 
Oning of foreign countries, 

Certain Death. 

[ issued orders further that if any 
mutineers tried to resist arrest they 
were to be immediately shot down. 
The nation must know that its exist- 
ence cannot be endangered without 
punishment by anybody, and every: 
body must know for all future times 
that if he raises his hand to strike 
at the state, certain death will be 
his fate. 

“Every national socialist must know 
that no rank and no position can take 
personal responsibility and therewith 
punishment from him. 

[ have pursued thousands of our 
former opponents on account of their 
corruption. I would blame myself 
very much if I now were to tolerate 
similar manifestations in our own 
| midst.” 

The chancellor, his voice rising to 
oratorical heights, said that if he were 
confronted with the claim that due 
process of law should have been used 
to weigh the guilt of revolutionary 
leaders he would “enter a solemn pro- 
test against this point of view,” . 

“Whoever rises against Germany is 
guilty of treason,” he shouted. 

‘Whoever practices treason must be 
punished. not according to the extent 
of his deed, but according to his at- 
titude as it reveals itself. 

“is agony Not Important. 

not up to me to i 
whether the lot of this or ast: seetion 
instigator, destroyer or well-poisoner 
is too harsh as measured by German 
public opinion or in a wider sense 
the public opinion of the world.” 

By July 1, Hitler insisted, normal 
conditions had been restored to Ger- 


many. 
Stories that his own nerves h 
given away under the strain con 
branded as absurd, and certainly there 
was no sign of physical or mental 
strain as the chancellor spoke or as 
he acknowledged the greetings of the 
erowds on his way to the theater. 
As he started his address, Hitler 
said: , 
“We have not made a revolution as 


anarchists. But as executives we have 
removed the regime of a revolt. 

“We did not conceive our task to be 
that of securing power through bayo- 
nets, but rather deriving it from the 
hearts of our people—and there to 
anchor it.. 

Worried by Economics. 

“If today I read in foreign news- 
papers that I am filled at present 
with deep apprehension with economic 
worries, I can give out one answer: 


es. 

“But. anxiety is not a thing that 
weighs me down only today. It has 
always weighed me down.” 

Then he went into a history of the 
rise and the policies of his regime, 
before coming to the story of the re- 
volt for which Germany and the 
whole world were waiting so eagerly. 

“When, after 15 years of struggle, 
we finally obtained the leadership of 
the nation,” he said, ‘this torment- 
ing worry did not leave us, but on 
the contrary, it took hold of us more 
powerfully. 

“You may believe me if I assure 
you that throughout my life I have 
never worried about my own fate. 

“T confess that since the faith of 
the field marshal put me in my place 
I have been borne down by a load of 
worries which the present and future 
of our people places as a burden'upon 
all of us. 

Took Over Chaos. 

“For on January 30, 1933, we did 
not take over a state that was politi- 
cally in order and economically sound 
but we took over political and eco- 
nomic chaos. 

The German reich, he assured his 
hearers, no longer is “a geographical 
conception, but a political unity.” 

“Just as in the interior organization 
of the reich we have secured unity and 
thereby the future of the German peo- 
ple, we have undauntedly also present- 
ed the interests of our people toward 
foreign nations,” he continued. 

“T consider it a higher merit to have 
courage to find a way out of misery 
than to remain in misery from fear of 
going the wrong way. 

“The best proof‘of the correctness of 
this viewpoint is the attitude of the 
German people themselves. All classes 
of society have indorsed the new re- 


gime. 
Rebellion in Saddle. 


“When I entered the Wilhelmstrasse 
as chancellor of the reich, the au- 
thority of the reich had become a 
worthless phantom. The spirit of re- 
bellion and opposition dominated in 
the state. This spirit we extinguished 
and removed within a few months. 

“Whatever our opponents may criti- 
cize, they cannot deny that we did 
not capitulate to our problems, that 
we always tried bravely to solve them 
and in countless cases did solve them. 

“Whoever wants to be just to us 
must measure our success by what 
would have happened had we not been 
victorious.” 

Will Be Independent. 
. “If our trade balance becomes a 
passive one because of economic bar- 
riers raised in foreign markets or be- 
cause of a political boycott, we shall, 
through our ability, and thanks to 
the ingeniousness of our inventors 
gnd chemists, find ways of making 
ourselves independent of imports of 
materials which we shall ourselves be 
in a position to create or substitute. ’ 

Paying tribute to the co-operation 
of the people, Hitler said that it was 
“the chief reason for our success.” 

The fight for Germany’s reconstruc- 
tion, he declared, spread from the old 
and trusted leaders of the nazi move- 
ment to the newly converted millions 
of laborers in the nation, represent- 
ing “the healthy element of our peo- 
ple.” 

Downfall of Roehm. 


The chancellor made Roehm, his late 
chief of staff, the target for a bitter 
and scathing attack, characterizing 
him as the one who, through the 
deevlopment of an ever-enlarging cir- 
ele, spread the poison of political and 
sotial degeneracy. ‘Three groups, he 
asserted, finally swore allegiance to 
Roehm. who was one of the first of 
all national figures to fall before the 
executioners in the nazi “purge.” 

“(Chief of Staff Roehm,” he said, 
“began to estrange himself from the 
party not only inwardly but also in 
his entire outward life. All principles 
through which he had become great 
lost their meaning. Life which the 
chief of staff, and with him a _ cer- 
tain circle began to lead, was unbear- 
able for every national socialist con- 
ception. 

‘It was not only terrible that he, 
himself, and the circle devoted to him 
broke all laws of decency and sim- 
plicity, but it was even worse that 
this poison now began to spread in 
ever-enlarging circles. Worst of all, 
however, was that gradually, owing to 
a certain inclination common to these 
men. there began to develop a sect 
within the storm troop which consti- 
tuted a nucleus fort plot not only 
against normal conceptions of healthy 
people but also against the security 
of the state. 

“Examination undertaken in May 
into promotions in several definite 
storm troop regions led to the ter- 
rible realization that men had _ been 
promoted into storm troop positions 
without reference to national socialist 
or storm troop merits merely because 
they belonged to the circle of these 
men with abnormal inclinations. Cer- 
tain events well known to youl, as 
for instance those connected with 
Standardbearer Schmidt in. Breslau 
revealed a picture of conditions that 
had to be regarded as unbearable. 
My orders to take measures against 
these conditions were obeyed theoreti- 
cally but sabotaged actually. Grad- 
ually there developed three groups of 
leadership of the storm troops: One 
group of elements held together by 
common abnormality who, capable of 
every kind of action, were blindly in 
the hands of Chief of Staff Roehm. 

Reporting Denounced. 

Hitler assailed the foreign: press for 
“ontrue and inaccurate” reporting of 
news of the revolutionary attempt, 
declaring unfounded contentions easily 
could have been cleared up by ap- 
proach to the reich authorities. In 
this connection. he took occasion to 
deny that Von Papen, Minister Seldte 
or any German princes were at any 
time slated for execution or persecu-| 
i 


tion. ; ; 

“Tf during the two weeks which lie 
behind us,” he said, “part of the for- 
eign press. instead of objective and 
just reporting, flooded the world with! 
untrue and inaccurate contentions as | 
news, I cannot permit objection to he | 
made that other news was not to be 
had. a 

“In most cases nothing but brief 
telephone calls to authorities would 
have been necessary in order imme- | 
diately to clear up the unfounded na-- 
ture of most of these contentions. If | 
it was specially disseminated that. 
members of the reich’s cabinet had 
been among the victims or plotters, if 
would not have been difficult to de- 
termine that the opposite was true. 
The contention that Vice Chancellor 
Von Papen, Minister Seldte or other 
gentlemen of the reich’s cabinet had 
any connection with the mutineers 1s 
most sharply discounted by the fact 
that one of the first intentions, among 
others of the muntineers, was that of 
murdering these men. Of whole cloth 
also is all the news concerning par- 
ticipation of any German princes or 
about their persecution. 

“Tf, finally, an English paper lat- 
terly reports I suffered a nervous 
collapse, the truth could have been 
readily ascertained by a brief inquiry. 
I can only assure these anxious re- 
porters I never collapsed during or 
after the war, but it is true that this 
time I have been afflicted by the 
severest collapse of faith and loyalty 
I ever placed in a man for whom I 
had answered; aye, and for whom I | 
had sacrificed myself.”

Major European Anti- 
War Step Seen in Move 
by France.

LONDON, July 13.—(7)—Great 
Britain and Italy were revealed today 
as hearty well-wishers for the French- 
sponsored eastern European security 
pact, while at the same time assur- 
ance was given that Britain has en- 
tered no “selective alliance” with any 
country. 

Bofa Britain and Italy, as non- 
participants, see in the security ar- 
rangement proposed by the French a 
major step toward peace in Europe, 
Sir John Simon, foreign secretary, 
told the house of commons. 

The pact would be an instrument 
of guaranteeing equal rights on the 
basis of reciprocity, Sir John said. 
inferring that France recognized, as 
a result of Foreign Minister Louis 
Larthou’s visit here, the justice of 
(;ermany'’s claim to equality among 
the nations. 

Seeks Germany’s Return. 

Britain favors the return of Ger- 
many and the entry of Russia to the 
League of Nations, Sir John declared. 
Jt was the first official and public 
discussion of European affairs since 
the Barthou visit. 

The Pare of the two nations 
at the League table is necessary, he 
deciared, to the permanent peace of 
the continent. 

The foreign secretary emphasized 
repeatedly in his speech that Britain 
had entered no “‘selected alliance” 
with any power and had assumed no 
obligations beyond the Locarno pact, 
hy which in 1925 Germany, Italy, 

rance, Belgium and Great Britain 
guaranteed the neace of western Eu- 
roy. 

Although Sir John did not specifi- 
cally reply to opposition charges of 
“military conversations” with France, 
Captain Anthony Eden, lord privy 
seal, followed with an absolute denial. 

It had been believed in some cir- 
cles that the general staffs of the two 
nations had discussed technical col- 
Jaboration in event of evasion of Bel- 
gium and had reached some sort of 
understanding. 

All Ground Covered. 

Sir John covered the entire ground, 
informed quarters said today, when 
he said Britain did not enter any 
obligation beyond Locarno. 

He explained that Premier Musgo- 
lini, of Italy, agrees with the British 
position on the eastern pact (which 
was confirmed in Rome). 

Britain regards the eastern pact, 
the foreign secretary explained, as a 
vace move, not a war move, and as 
iaving no intent of “building up one 
group against another.” 

The pact, he said, would aid Ger- 
many, rather than tend to injure her, 
and provide for “mutual assistance” 
among the Baltic states, Russia, Po- 
land, Czecho-Slovakia and Germany. 

The foreign secretary urged espe- 
cially that Germany and Poland par- 
ticipate fully. 

The statement received approval 
from all factions of the house of 
commons, including the labor party 
and the famous conservative back- 
bencher, Wilson Churchill. 


Protestants To Ask 
Picture Ban Pledge 


NEW YORK, July 13.—(®)—A 
pledge to boycott objectionable mo- 
tion pictures, which will be circulated 
by 100.000 Protestant ministers 
throughout the country, was drawn up 
today at an interdeno¥hinational con- 
ference called by the Federal Council 
pf Christ in America. 

The pledge follows closely that of 
the Catholic “Legion of Decency,” 
with slight verbal changes. 

Singers promised “to remain away 
from all motion pictures which offend 
decency and Christian morality,” and 
to “try to induce others to do the 
same.” 

The Rev. Samuel McCrea Cavert, 
general secretary of the federal coun- 
cil, who presided at the meeting, in- 
sisted that the members were not ad- 
vocating censorship nor opposed to 
motion pictures. 


Moratorium Declared 
On La. Foreclosures 


BATON ROUGE. La.. July 13.— 
(UP)—Governor O. FE. Allen declared 
a moratorium on mortgage seizures 
and sales of real estate today, without 
waiting for the moratorium laws pass- 
ed by the legislature to become effec- 
tive on August 1. 

The governor warned all courts, 
bailiffs, sheriffs, auctioneers and 
clerks of courts to suspend foreclosure 
proceedings immediately. 

The new laws declare the existence

SAVANNAH MERCHANTS 
OPPOSE SALES TAK 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 13.—(7)— 
Opposition of Savannah merchants to 
a proposal that a sales tax be im- 
posed, either locally or as a _ state- 
wide measure, to relieve real estate 
from some of its taxes, was volced by 
a committee before Mayor Thomas 
Gamble shortly before he left for At- 
lanta to attend the conference of 
Georgia mayors. 

Fred Davis acted as spokesman for 
the committee and told the mayor it 
was recognized by mercantile inter- 
ests that a local sales tax was “utter- 
ly unfeasible and impractical.” He 
said experience in other states where 
a state sales tax had _ been levied 
showed that in the end it constituted 
“a very heavy financial burden, add- 
ed to the other taxes placed upon 
merchants. 

On a mass of small sales aggre- 
gating a large total volume during 
the course of a year, he said, “it is 
impossible for the merchant to col- 
lect a fixed percentage of sales tax, 
so that the merchant himself must 
meet the sales tax out of his net 
profits.” 

The committee asked the mayor 
and other city officials to emphasize 
that Savannah, being a border city, 
would be “subject to heavy loss o 
business” under a sales tax system 
by virtue of the public trading across 
the border in an adjoining state in 
which the sales tax is not imposed. 

A national sales tax collected at 
the source of supplies, the committee 
stated, would bear equitably on 
everyone, whereas an individual com- 
munity or state sales tax is “not 
properly or equitably distributed.” 

Mayor Gamble said the committee’s 
views would be presented at the 
mayors’ conference tomorrow if the 
question of sales tax is brought up.

Georgia-F lorida Tobacco Crop 


Expected to Fall Below Allotment 


VALDOSTA, Ga., July 13.—(/)— 
The greater part of their tobacco 
crop now in the process of curing or 
already cured, farmers. in the weed 
belt of south Georgia and a strip of 
northern Florida are awaiting the 
opening of the Georgia market August 
1, with prospects of a yield that will 
not reach the allotments set in gov- 
ernment agreements. 

The quality of the leaf, however, 
is expected to be good. 

Statements from county agricultural 
agents in 10 south Georgia counties in 
this immediate belt and growers and 
planters in counties in Florida that 
market in Georgia indicate damage to 
the crop from inclement weather dur- 
ing the groweing season will be heavy. 


The yield, these statements predict, 
will be considerably below that esti- 
mated for the state earlier in the sea- 
son. Many farmers are not expected 
to produce the amount allotted to 
them in government control agree- 


ments. 
Lowndes Crop Off. 

The Lowndes county crop, feeding 
the large Valdosta market, one of the 
key markets of the belt, ranges from 
331-3 to 45 per cent off, County 
Agent R. E. Miller said. A yield of 
2600,000 pounds is expected from the 
3,700 acres in cultivation. Curing has 
begun already. 

Mitchell county, in the western end 
of the belt, has one of the best crops 
reported. With approximately 1,469 
acres in cultivation, the county ex- 
pects to market more than a million 
pounds of tobacco. : 

Coffee county has an approximate 


5,172 acres planted, the largest in the 
10-county belt. the county agent re- 
ports. A yield of more than 2,500,. 

pounds is expected. Douglas, 
in Coffee county, is another key mar- 
ket in the Georgia weed belt. 

Colquitt county expects a heavy 
yield from the 4,500 acres of tobacco 
there. The crop is in good condition 
and curing is already underway. 

In Hamilton and Alachua counties 
in Florida, the crop is practicaliy 
cured and waiting for the opening 
of the Georgia market, where it will 
be auctioned. Good crops are report- 
ed in the Florida belt. 

Reports from the county agents In 
other counties in the south Georgia 
belt follow: 

Brooks county: Estimated 1,000 
acres in cultivation with the crop 
ranging from poor to fair in condition 
and an estimated stand of more than 
55 per cent; 650,000 pounds produc- 
tion expected. 

Berrien county: Estimated 4,500 
acres planted: crop fair; stand 80-85 
per cent; 2,500,000 pounds production 
expected. 

Ware county: Estimated 500 acres 
planted ; crop poor; no estimated pro- 
duction. 

Small Acreage. 

Clinch county: Very small acre- 
age; poor crop; no estimate on pro- 
duction. 

Irwin county: 1,000 acres plant- 
ed; crop condition poor; 200,000 
pounds estimated production. 

Cook county: 3,000 acres plant- 
ed; crop*condition good; stand 75 per 
cent: 2,500,000 pounds estimated pru- 
duction.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—(P)—~ 
Looking toward treaty strength by 
1942, the navy has adopted a plan 
calling for 5,500 more enlisted men 
and the laying down of 19 new ships 
in the fiscal year endi 
1936. y nding June 30, 
This “operating force” plan would 
give the navy 88,000 men, as com- 
pared with 82,500 during the present 
year. The new ships would include 12 
destroyers of 1,500 tons each. Two 
heavy destroyers and five submarines. 
_ A high navy official said the build- 
ing program is being pointed toward 
a future plan of laying down around 
15 ships—regularly each year. This 
number will take care of obsolescence 
and provide necessary replacements 
even of battleships. The cost is esti- 
mated at around $95,000,000 a year. 

Gradually this goal is being ap- 
proached. Thirty-two ships were start- 
ed the past fiscal year and 24 will 
be laid down this year. 

The program depends, of course. on 
what money congress provides. Budget 
estimates of the cost of the 1936 pro- 
gram have not been prepared. 

Officials figure though that a sub- 
marine would cost at least $3,600,000, 
a heavy destroyer $3,775,000 and a 
light destroyer $3,400,000. On this 
basis the new 19 new fighting craft 
would cost about $65,000,000. 

Compared with the present man 
power, which is said to be 81 per cent 
of “complement,” an enlistéd person- 
nel of 88,000 would raise the strength 
to a little more than 86 per cent. 

_ The plan is to keep battleships at 
85 per cent, along with aircraft car- 
riers, cruisers, mine layers and fleet 
aircraft. 

Among the actual fighting vessels, 
the Only numerical increase in ships 
designed for opetation in 1936 is the - 
addition of one heavy cruiser to the 
15 covered by the 1935 operating force 
plan. In destroyers and submarines a 
decrease is expected, with old ships 
retired in larger numbers than new 
ones are completed. 


CAPTAIN PREDICTS 
SHORTAGE OF FOOD 
IN LITTLE AMERICA 


SAN PEDRO, Cal., July 13.—(P) 
A serious shortage of food is likely 
to face Admiral Richard E. Byrd's 
niger party in Little America 
be ore his ships call there to bring 
him home in late December, Captain 
William F. Verleger, master of Byrd's 
supply ship, Jacob Ruppert, said to- 
day on his arrival from New Zealand. 

A large quantity of supplies land- 
ed from the Jacoh Ruppert last Feb- 
ruary was lost in several feet of snow, 
and the veteran skipper is fearful 
there will not be sufficient food left 
for the Byrd party to carry on until 
tne supply ships again visit Little 
America in mid-winter. 

The master also expressed concern 
for the personal safety of Admiral 
Byrd. now isolated in an advanced 
weather base 10 miles from the 
main base in Antarctica. 

“Everybody with the expedition 
was opposed to Admiral Byrd's plan 
to go off by himself on the mission 
that took him away from hea@wuar- 
ters,” he said. “He was urged re- 
peatediy to take along another pér- 
son, or a dog at least, that he might 
have someone to talk to out in that 
barren world of ice.’ 


NEW BOMB REVIVES 


PARISIANS’ WORRIES 


PARIS, July 13.—(/)—The “three 
judges of hell,” after three weeks of 
silence, again put théir mark on Par- 
is today. 

A powerful bomb, loaded with 25 
cartridges of high explosive, was 
found by police at the base of a lamp- 
post. It was removed before it ex- 
ploded. 

Opening the base of the lamppost 
for cleaning, workmen found a pack- 
ase which looked suspicious, and call- 
ed police. 

Experts opened it and found the 
explosive electrically connected to a 
clock which was set for three hours 
after the discovery was made. 

The explosive was cheddite, a pow- 
erful agent used in munitions manu- 
eature. Experts said the amount was 
equivalent to that contained in two 


shells of the famous “75” caliber.

NAZI ACTIVITY IN AMERICA. 

Apparently the German embassy 
in Washington thinks it is all right 
for the friends of Germany to 
spread nazi propaganda throughout 
the United States, and attempt to 
establish groups in this country to 


to attack our form of government, 
and the embassy officials object to 
any criticism by those of our citi- 
zens who are opposed to nazism and 
Hitlerism. 

After a mock trial of nazism in 
New York the embassy lodged a 
complaint with the state depart- 
ment, as it has also done regarding 
several anti-nazi and anti-Hitler ut- 
terances and movements. 

The state department replied that 
no government officials were in- 
volved and that the government 
could not curtail free speech of 
private citizens. | 

Then in his speech at Waterloo, 
lowa, this week, General Hugh S. 
Johnson, NRA chief, made a most 
scathing denunciation of Hitler's 
blood “purge,” likening it to the 
act of half-drunken savages. 

The embassy quickly made a for- 
mal protest to the state department, 
and Secretary Hull made immediate 
response by informing the official 
objector that General Johnson was 
speaking as an individual, and not 
as a representative of the govern- 
ment. 

Secretary Hull made no apology, 
nor will General Johnson, who is 
quoted as saying: “I meant every- 
thing I said; 1 will not take any- 
thing back, and I do not expect to 
be called down by the state depart- 
ment.” 

The congressional committee 
which is now investigating the ac- 
tivities of communists, bolsheviks, 
fascists and nazis in the United 
States recently heard a witness de- 
clare that he had passed out whole 
bales of nazi propaganda, and that 
the money which paid for opera- 
tions in this country came from 
Germany.

TENNESSEE REPUBLICANS. 
Republicans in Tennessee have 


determined to test the temper of 
the people in the Volunteer state 
with regard to the New Deal. 

This is the avowed intention of 
the party chieftain, John McCall, 
who has decided to campaign for 
governor of the state in the elec- 
tions scheduled for the coming fall. 
The real reason, however, for the 
serious effort by the republican 
party to elect a governor in a state 
which has frequently given that of- 
fice to a republican, is not so much 
a belief that opposition exists to 
the national administration as it is 
a belief that all is not well within 
the state ranks. 

John McCall ran a good race two 
years ago, despite the democratic 
landslide. It was not so much his 
personal popularity that made him 
a formidable contestant as it was a 
split within the democratic party. 
Hill McAlister was duly nominated 
for governor on the democratic 
party ticket. Lewis S. Pope refused 
to abide by the primary and ran 
as an independent. This split the 
vote and McCall was further aided 
by the fact that many democrats 
did not vote at all. 

McCall and his party leaders in 
the state see much the same situ- 
ation this year. McAlister is cam- 
paigning for renomination and Pope 
is contesting it. Both are making 
vigorous campaigns. McCall be- 
lieves that this will again serve to 
split the democratic ranks and that 
many of that party will turn to 
him, being dissatisfied with the 
campaign of their own party. 

Hence the republicans, while they 
are basing their campaign practi- 
cally as an attack against the New 
Deal, would not be making the race 
at all were that the only issue. The 
south will be watching the fall cam- 
paign in the Volunteer state with 
more than ordinary interest. A re- 
publican victory is hardly likely, 
but a good showing by McCall 
would be hailed by leaders of his 
party as indicating dissatisfaction 
with the New Deal in the south. 
This would not be the case at all. 
Understanding this, democratic lead- 
ers are trying to get out a great 
vote in the primary and maintain 
the interest until the fall elections.

The Kaiser 
Back? 


One of the reasons I think that a 
monarchist restoration in Germany 
stands before the door, perhaps to be 
preceded by a dictatorship of a group 
of Reichswehr generals, is that the 
monarchists, who have in their ranks 
some of the big financial and indus- 
trial leaders of Germany, will be able 
to obtain what Germany needs worse 
than bread, namely a big loan in Eng- 
land and probably in the United 
States of America and France. 

The Duke of Brunswick, the kais- 
er’s son-in-law, who acts as interme- 
diary between the monarchists and 


Doorn castle, where the ex-kaiser 
lives in exile, and who entertains on 
the other hand close relations with 
“very influential circles in Britain,” 
has given Berlin to understand that 
Hitler will never get a loan, but that 
another “stable” government might. 
The virtual repudiation of all debts 
by the Hitler government has sudden- 
ly wiped out the good will for Ger- 
many in British financial circles. That 
was the end of Hitler in so far as 
Britain is concerned. Since England 
always wins the last battle, it looks 
as if England’s desire to see a mon- 
archist restoration in the reich will 
be fulfilled. Perhaps not immediate- 
ly, but the trend is that way. 


Abdullah in London. 


The Emir of Transjordan is visit- 
ing London and is having almost 
daily conferences with British states- 
men and politicians at the foreign of- 
fice and at the colonial office. The 
emir is in London to pose his can- 
didacy for the throne of King David. 
The victories of Ibn Saud, in Ara- 
bia, have changed the whole basis of 
political arrangements in the near 
east, doubtful arrangements at bes‘, 
they were. It is now proposed to 
bring to fruition that old scheme of a 
federated Arabic empire under suz- 
erainty of Great Britain. But the 
Emir of Transjordan has no ambi- 
tions of becoming the vassal of Ibn 
Saud. 

There is a deep feud between the 
two rulers; Ibn Saud chased the 
emir’s father, old King Hussein, of 
the Hedjaz, the sherif of Mecca, from 
his throne and country. In a fed- 
erated Arabic empire. Ibn Saud 
would play first fiddle. The Emir of 
Transjordan is willing to come in only 
on the condition that he is given Pal- 
estine in addition to Transjordan and 
the two countries are united into one 
kingdom. The British are not hostile 
to the idea, at least not the officials 
of the colonial office, who see in this 
plan the revival of Colonel Lawrence s 
old dreams, dreams which they had 
never quite abandoned. 

The day may come, too, when Ibn 
Saud grows too mighty. Then tne 
Transjordan emir might be used to 
put the big boy in his place. In a 
federated empire the two would nice- 
ly balance each other—that 1s if 
Transjordan and _ Palestine were 
joined. But that would mean the end 
of a Jewish Palestine. The Arabic 
empire idea is mainly directed against 
France. The British-inspired Druse 
revolt against France in Syria showed 
the way the wind was blowing nine 
years ago. Britain wants the monop- 
oly of the oil wells and of the huge 
pipe line to the Mediterranean, which 
now has one terminus in French-con- 
trolled territory. France is strength- 
ening her effectives in Syria, as the 
Arab nationalist ferment grows in Te- 
sponse to Ibn Saud’s victories. But 
who equipped Ibn Saud with bomb- 
ing planes, tanks and machine guns:

Wine Is a Mocker. 

The alcoholic propaganda is subtle. 
There is a lot of hokum relating to 
the choice, storage and serving of 
wine, and the pathetic eagerness of 
the would-be snobs of this country to 
seem sophisticated makes the going 
quite easy for the interests that seck 
to increase the national consumption 
of alcohol. te 

A pint of the finest grape juice 
yields 400 calories, as compared with 
a pint of the finest fresh milk which 
yields 325 calorics. 

A pint of wine contains only what 
was in the grape juice, of course. In 
the process: of fermentation part of 
the sugar in the grape juice is con- 
verted into alcohol and acids. The 
acids are scarcely of food value but 
are excreted from the body as so mucb 
medicine or poison. The alcohol—the 
proportion of alcohol in wines varies 
from 10 to 15 per cent in European 
wines to 18 to 20 per cent in Ameri- 
can wines. Say your glass of wine 
contains 20 per cent of alcohol. A 
wineglassful holds two ounces. A 
glass of wine as served in this coun- 
try may be reckoned as equal in al- 
coholic strength to a large scuttle of 
suds—I mean a tall glass of beer 
with 5 per cent alcoholic strength. 
Most beer in this country is less than 
5 per cent alcohol. Beer or wine, you 
would get approximately a tablespoon- 
ful of straight alcohol. Can you 
oxidize and utilize that quantity of 
alcohol? Not unless you are a con- 
firmed toper, and not long even then. 

Implied if not outspokenly claimed 
in the ballyhoo or on the label, is the 
suggestion that wine is somehow 
strengthening, tonic, good to build 
blood, and hence especially beneficial 
for convalescents or for frail invalids. 

That's all the veriest balderdash, 
of course. Wine is a mocker. If you 
like to be mocked, that is something 
else again. As a tonic, builder, re- 
storative and source of vitality, wine 
is so far inferior to milk or to even 
the grape juice from which it was made 
that there is no comparison when 
you bear in mind the quantities of 
each one can conveniently consume. 

Some people right now are intro- 
ducing to their children a taste for 
wine or beer, thanks to the effective 
alcoholic propaganda. These people 
should have no illusions about the ef- 
fects of alcohol upon youth. Hereto- 
fore all good medical and health au- 
thorities have warned against. the 
vicious practice of plying children 
with alevhol. Since this  aleoholic 
propaganda was launched many of the 
dear doctors seem to have been si- 
lenced somehow. 

Wine or liquor, whichever may be 
preferred, is not rarely a valuable 
agent for softening the infirmities of 
age. So employed it serves.a benefi- 
cent purpose. Often it keeps gramp 
or gram from becoming too crochety 
to live with. The narcotic action of 
alcohol is “indicated” in peevish, can- 
tankerous, plaintive senility if it is 
in any circumstance. 

But I warn all parents or other 
guardians to beware of the subtie 
alcoholic propaganda where you have 
children growing up.

Coarse Justice Non 2. 
Shocks Americans. July 13.— 

W h enever 
it seems as though this country has 
reached a genuine understanding of 
the Russian people, the Russians haul 
off and do something coarse and 
crude which shocks the American 
sense of decorum and justice and 
throws the understanding for a loss of 
half the distance to the goal. The 
Russians apparently have much to 
learn about civilization to say nothing 
of self-government. 


It says in the papers that they have 
recently ordered the execution of five 
railroad and subway officials for 
yielding te the larcenous instinct in 
connection with their work. This way 
of doing is repugnant to the Ameri- 
can spirit and one dispatch of this 
kind can do more to prevent’ the 
spread of communism in the United 
States than half a dozen congressional 
investigations of the red menace. 

What is needed before the under- 
standing between the two great gov- 
ernments of the people by the people 
can become a reality is a course of 
study for the Russians under Anier- 
ican instructors. They obviously de- 
sire to do the right thing, as the 
grafting on the part of their offi- 
cials plainly shows, but self-govern- 
ment is not merely an instinct or a 
desire. Self-government is also a 
racket which is not learned in a day, 
but only by years of experience with 
larcenous public officials. 


Simplicity Rules a 
Russian Acts. 


American 
ssion to 
educate the 
Russians and 
correct their mistakes would have to 
start with a free press and an Ameri- 
can system of court procedure. In 
the present state press of Russia it is 
impossible to publish anything about 
the personal kindliness, domestic vir- 
tue and private charities of the pub- 
lic official who has stolen a million 
roubles by padding the pay rolls or 
paying a friend in the contracting 
business for excavating granite when 
he has only excavated mud. The re- 
sult is that the simple Russians mere- 
ly compare the evidence with the law. 
The evidence shows that the official 
grafted the money and the law says 
that anyone who does this shall be 
sentenced to death. So the Russians 
take him out and shoot him or throw 
him down a cistern and pour con- 
crete over him and conclude that 
they are pretty smart people after all, 
when, in fact, they are very dumb. 


Perhaps they are too dumb to take 
advice from a nation of experts in 
self-government, but if not, they will 
learn that it is impossible to build 
railways or subways or any other 
large public work in a self-governing 
country without graft. That is the 
American way and the Americans are 
old hands at the business and ex- 
tremely successful, whereas the Rus- 
Ssians are blundering novices.

el, the Rtissian children might be re- 
quired to memorize the records of the 
Teapot Dome investigation, the Sea- 
bury investigation of the Tammany 
administrations in New York and 
some of the chapters of the fascinat- 
ing story of self-government in Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh or 
name-your-city. They should then be 
reminded, in the summing up at the 
end of their studies, that in the end 
of these cases the answer which the 
Americans arrived at was a resound- 
ing and convincing “So what?” 

It should be impressed on the Rus- 
sian citizens that in the United 
States, where self-government has 
achieved perfection, the Jarcenous 
public official, in frequent cases, is 


‘not only acclaimed but re-elected to 


office. This peculiarity may sound 
confusing to the simple Russian, but 
if he can be shown that that is the 
way self-government works out, he 
ought to be humble enough to accept 
the facts without demanding logical 
explanations. 


Russian Courts The Russian

cally unsuited 
to the needs of a country which is 
trying to govern itself and build 
itself into a great modern  na- 
tion. The court system does not 
permit of postponements, appeals on 
technical grounds or reversals on the 
ground that the grand jury which 
drew the indictment was drawn out 
of a plug hat, instead of a fedora, 
as required by law. And, in the event 
of a conviction for grafting (rare in 
the United States), the penalty should 
be modified from the brutal extreme 
of execution before a firing squad or 
down the cistern, to not more than 
one year in a private room in some 
home-like jail, with common prisoners 
to perform valet service for the con- 
victed grafter. 


The sympathy of the Americans 
goes out to the Russians in their 
struggle to improve themselves, but 
there are times when the Russians 
seem undeserving. They flout Amer- 
ican experience and ideals and won- 
der why the Americans sometimes 
feel inclined to give them up as 
hopeless. Not only that, buf they 
have sometimes tried to poison the 
American mind with their own bar- 
barous notions. It is well to resist 
the propaganda of the red menace in 
this country. The Russian idea of 
self-government would make shambles 
of most of the state capitols and city 
halls in the United States.

An inquiry disclosed Leddy spent 
last night at Port Jervis, in Orange 
county, New York. He was held, 
however, pending arrival of Westches- 
ter police. 

Fay announced he and three of his 
agents would remain actively on the 
case, and that they were setting up 
emergency headquarters in the house 
next door to the Connor home.

Rattle Stirs Hope. 

The searchers, including many vel- 
unteers from fashionable New York 
city suburbs, found fresh hope that 
the child might be alive in the dis- 
covery of a long-lost rattle in the 
woods near his home. 

The red and green rattle had been 
missing for -four months. Its dis- 
covery led police to believe that the 
child had gone previously to play in 
the woods. 

From the distraught mother, who 
was under a physician’s care, police 
learned that two of her other four 
children had wandered into the woods 
some time ago and been iost for sev- 
eral hours. 

The child disappeared after leav- 
ing the lawn of his home, where he 
was playing «lone, for a walk with 
a four-year-old playmate. A trained 
police dog, given the child's scent 
from a doll, returned to a nearby 
sand-pit, where Bobby often played, 
after a brief trip through the woods. 

Police Chief Philip J. McQuillan, 
of Greenburgh, in charge of the 
search, voiced the fear that the child 
had been kidnaped. 

The child’s father, an employe of 
the state insurance department, asked 
if he would pay a ransom—although 
no demand came—said :

“The action of the I. C. C. in set- 
ting this inquiry for a hearing on its 
own motion is surprising to this com- 
mission, especially in vew of: the-fact 
that less than 5 per cent of the pas- 
sengers using railroad transportation 
service intrastate in Georgia are af- 
fected by the differences in the two 
rates. 

“The I. C. C. has a général pas- 
senger investigation pending and this 
commission requested a consolidation 
of the cases to eliminate expense and 
trouble to both commissions. 

“With as many pressing problems 
as are today confronting all regula- 
tory bodies that are required by law 
to deal with rates, and with many 
serious problems affecting a greater 
number of people, it seems that the 
I, C. C. should give its time and. at- 
tention to more serious matters at the 
present moment, especially with the 
freight rates throughout the country 
and particularly in the southeast 
where they are at such a high level 
as to stifle traffic and make:it:neces- 
sary for the carriers voluntarily to 
make rates in order to hold the ton- 
nage to the rails. 

“The experience of the carriers un- 
der the experimental passenger fares, 
of increased revenue from’ redod¢ced 
rates, amply supports the action taken 
by the Georgia commission in reduc- 
ing these fares.

Earlier in the day Mr. Howell, who 
has been here for the past several 
days organizing the new air commis- 
sion, conferred wtih Secretary of Inte- 
rior Harold L. Ickes, national publie 
works administrator, in-an effort to 
have pending decisions of the Tattnall 
county prison expedited. He pointed 
out that architectural drawings for 
the project are now ready for submis- 
sion to contractors for bids and that 
the only thing holding up the work 
was the delay of government heads in 
approving title lands to be acquired 
for the site. 

Secretary Ickes informed him that 
the delay had been caused by uncer- 
tainty on the part of public works of- 
ficials ers to the right of the govern- 
ment to close an old roadway on the 
property which has been in public use 
for a number of years, thus creating 
an easement. 

In the meantime however, he. said 
he had received a ietter from Public 
Works Administrator Johnston, of 
Georgia, declaring that continuation 
of the roadway was desirable. 

After explaining to Mr. Ickes the 
necessity for early action if actual 
building operations on the prison are 
to get under way before the winter 
months, Mr. Howell was told by the 
national public works administrator 
that he would waive the initial recom- 
mendation for closing the road, prom-

Maugham’s Fine Novel 


On Paramount Screen 
Much of the strange appeal of Som- 
erset Maugham’s novel has been re- 
tained in the screen version of “Of 
uman Bondage,” which opened a 
week's run Friday at the Paramount. 
Enough of the spirit of this disturb- 
ing story has been lifted from the 
printed page to the gelatine reels to 
satisfy those who were moved by the 
book and, we believe, intrigue those 
who may not have read the novel. 
Essentially the story is a disturb- 
ing one. It is not pleasant to con- 
template (even on the screen) the bit- 
terness of one-sided love. Particular- 
ly is it unpleasant when the loving 
side of the equation is a fine and sen- 
sitive man and the cold side a hope- 
lessly coarse woman. Delivery from 
such a situation seldom is quick and 
painless, either in life or literature, 
and no attempt is made to make it so 
in the movie. In fact, it is at this 
very point that the film “Of Human 
Bondage” falls a bit below the stand- 
ard of the book. In striving so hard 
to give you the sense of Philip Carey’s 
complete thralldom it gives you a few 
too many close-ups ‘of sad faces and 
limping feet. The saving grace of 
Maugham’s humor has not been cap- 
tured as well as his basic theme. 
_ Leslie Howard in the central role 
is able to give full play to his remark- 
able talent for arousing audience sym- 
pathy. And this, bye the bye, would 
seem to be one of the big secrets of 
his success. Bette Davis, who here- 
tofore has shown little promise of be- 
ing anything but a ham of the Con- 
stance Bennett stamp, handles the 
very difficult role of Mildred Rogers 
with flashes of dramatic power. We 
hardly could go to the extent of pro- 
claiming her complete mistress of her 
art but certainly she shows promise.

State supreme court gets a chance to 
act on the issues involved. 

Whether or not the lower courts 
will grant a supersedeas is problem- 
atical. In the event a atay is re- 
fused by both the lower federal courts 
and the lower state courts the redue- 
tions are effective on bills for July. 

In deciding against the telephone 
companies the federal court was di- 
vided, two to one. Circuit Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley, of Marietta, and 
District Judge E, Marvin Underwood, 
of Atlanta, were together on the ma- 
jority decision with District Judge 
William I. Grubb, of Birmingham, is- 
suing the dissenting opinion. 

The federal courts also refused the 
of the telephone companies 
to cite the individual members of the 
commission for contempt, having al- 
leged that the 17 per cent reduction 
was issued solely to dodge effective- 
ness of an injunction against a 25 
per cent slash. The injunction against 
the 25 per cent reduction remains in 
effect. 

In this decision the court held that 
there was no evidence to support the 
contempt citation. 

The federal court also held that 
there was no evidence that the com- 
mission had issued the order under 
duress from Governor Talmadge, who 
stated publicly that he conferred with 
the commissioners about rates before 
he appo inted them and learned that 
they agreed with him generally that 
utility rates have been too high. In 
this connection the court said: 

“We think no duress was shown.” 

“Notwithstanding political _ plat- 
forms and administrative licies, the 
commission must be considered to act 
honestly and in aceordance with the 
law and duty except as their official 
acts when performed prove otherwise,

Defeat of Stephen 
Brought Civil 


A. Douglas 
War, Says Milton 


Through his plans to cement the 
union between the north and south by 


economic ties Stephen A. Douglas 
could have prevented the Civil War, 
George Fort Milton told 150 members 
of the Atlanta Lawyers’ Club Friday 
night. Mr. Milton, editor of the Chat- 
tanooga News, is the author of ‘The 
Eve of Conflict; which is a study of 
Douglas and his period to be published 
soon by Houghton Mifflin. 

“By what, curious alchemy of hate 
James Buchanan made up his mind 
that he would prefer a black repub- 
lican to Stephen A. Douglas for pres- 
ident, I do not know,” said Mr. Mil- 
ton. “But the sad fact is that Buch- 
anan's hatred of Douglas had its fruit 
in the split at Charleston, the Sera- 
jevo of the Civil War. This breach in 
the last great national political organ- 
ism led inevitably to the election of 
a sectional president.” 

The more radical southern states 
began to secede after Lincoln's election 
although Doug'as made a gallant ef- 
fort to localize the withdrawals, Mr, 
Milton said. An _ interesting plan 
Douglas created was for the perpetual 
economic union of the two sections, 
regardless of political affiliations. 
Douglas wanted to maintain a conti- 
nent free of tariff barriers, according 
to Mr. Milton. 


In comparing Douglas with Abra- 
‘ham Lincoln, Mr. Milton pointed aut 


the earlier development and maturity 
of “the Little Giant,” who had ehang- 
ed from politician to statesman as 
early as 1858. The radical differ- 
ence in the views of the two men, he 
said, was in respect to slavery. 

“Douglas believed that the operation 
of economic laws would solve the 
problem, that the climate, soil and 
other natural characteristics of the 
western territories would make them 
free. Lincoln, however, insisted that 
the end desired could only be attain- 
ed} by stamping slavery as morally 
wrong.” 

In a summary of the work done by 
Douglas in legislation and in public 


relations before and after Lincoln’s 
election, Mr. Milton characterized 
him as “the greatest figure of the ’fif- 
ties.” Blaming the strange hatred of 
James Buchanan for Douglas and the 
quixotic split-up of “Bleeding Kansas” 
for Douglas’s political downfall, he de- 
clared the War Between the States 
was the immediate result.

BEER SEIZURE UPHELD 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Interstate Shipment Not 
Proven in Gwinnett Coun- 
ty Case, Says Court. 


The state,supreme court Friday up- 
held the seizure of 139 cases of beer in 
Gwinnett county more than a year 
ago, affirming the refusal of Judge

but has been yanked out of the box right along. There 

was a report going around that Connie Mack would take 
him back if he failed to come through. 

Ira Thomas appeared to be very properly horrified at the 
thought of the Athletics returning $100,000. 

“The deal was made,” said Ira Thomas, “and it 
stands. Grove’s arm was not sore when we sold him. 

I have seen that report in the papers but it is not true. 

Grove belongs to be Red Sox.” 

So that is that. Tom Yawkey, the Red Sox owner, bought 
himself a pitcher who, had he been able to pitch in his accus- 
tomed style, would now have the Red Sox six games in front 
of the field. 


CONNIE KNEW GROVE WAS SLIPPING. 

Bob Grove did not have a sore arm when he was sold but 
Connie Mack knew the fast-ball pitchef was slipping when he 
sold him. 

All of which may clear up just why Connie Mack 
put him on the block. There was a sob story going 
around about poor Mr. Mack sobbing as he sold Bob 
Grove in order to lift the mortgage on the Philadelphia 
ball lot. But it has never been determined if the tears 
were glycerine or if Mr. Mack had been peeling onions 
before he went into the meeting. The facts are that 
Mr. Mack stands out as the smartest baseball trader of 
the decade. 

“We knew,” said Ira Thomas, “that Grove’s fast ball was 
not what it had been. He was slipping a bit. And that isn’t 
strange. He had been pitching for six years at Baltimore be- 
—_ he came to us. And he had pitched nine years for the 
Athletics.

“Well,” said Thomas, “he will have to change his 
style. He won’t be able to throw them past the batters 
any more. He will have to learn how to pitch to them 
—outside and inside, high and low. A lot of pitchers 
have had to change their style when their arm began 
to go.’ 

Strange—we rarely think about the human arm “going.” 
The muscles are all there. There is no injury. But the muscles 
stretch a bit. They lose some of their resiliency. Fifteen years 
of throwing a blinding fast one will take something out of 
an arm. 

(Scientific Note—No one has ever been able to use 
the old brain hard enough to make it lose any of its zip. ) 
The fans will be hoping for Grove’s speed to come back. 

Bad tonsils can really get one down. 


THOMAS CAME SOUTH. 

Ira Thomas came south in 1919 when Charley Frank was 
ill and unable to handle the 1919 Atlanta team. Connie Mack 
gave Thomas a leave of absence. This was the famous ‘‘Kid”’ 
team which won the pennant.

Hundreds of sportsmen traveled to 
Panama City to hunt on the game 
preserves of the Sealy boys merely to 
get a chance to shoot over Jake. His 
finds ran into almost unbelievable to- 
tals for the year. 

He was put down in a mateh race 
with an Atlanta dog three years ago. 
The match was for a large side bet. 
One of the provisions was that neither 
dog must have hunted the territory 
before. A smart bird dog, having 
hunted territory once will go directly 
to the birds the next time out. 

HIS MATCH-RACE. 


At the close of the first day’s hunt 
Jake was behind just two coveys. 
That night it was learned the other 
dog had been brought in two weeks 
before and hunted extensively for days 
over the same territory. _ 

Jake, his first time down, had prac- 
tically matched him covey for covey. 

He had run in the Dixie amateur 
field trial at Albany and had competed 
in a match race there with Glory, a 
setter belonging to Charley Jordan, 
of Monticello. 

He had a great disposition. All

CHICAGO, July 13.—(/)}—Aiming 
straight for the famous mark of $1 a 
bushel, wheat shot suddenly forward 
almost 5 cents late today, and scored 
a perfect bull’s eye. 

Excited speculative buying that ac- 
companied unconfirmed reports of 
foreign developments of sensationally 
bullish character whirled December 
wheat in a few minutes to exactly $1 
as compared with an earlier low price 
of 951-8. The rush of late buying 


came mostly from eastern sources and 
caught the wheat market bare cf 
offerings. 

Despite active profit-taking on the 
crest of the rise, wheat closed strong 
within a fraction of the day’s top, 
27-8 to 31-2 cents above yesterday’s 
finish. Corn 7-8 to 15-8 advanced, 
oats 3-8 to 7-8 up, and provisions 
showing 5 cents to 22 cents gain. 

Today’s quick upturn of the wheat 
market furnished the first dollar quo- 
tation since the middle of June. Con- 
tributing to the surprising outburst 
of strength was word of possible re- 
currence of damaging frosts tonight in 
Canada. Many stop-loss orders were 
forced into execution by the violent 
late upward sweep of wheat values. 

Corn and oats advanced late with 
wheat. Provisions were responsive to 
upturns in grains.

RUSSIA NEARS LEAD 


IN GOLD PRODUCTION 
NEW YORK, July 13.—()—So- 
viet Russia now ranks as the second 
largest producer of gold in the world 
as the result of spectacular output 
gains in the past two years, the most 
recent estimates, official and other- 
wise, indicate. 

The 4,000,000 fine ounces of gold 
which the soviet union is expected to 
produce this year would outstrip both 
the United States and Canada; long 
rivals for runnerup to South Africa. 
Russian output in 1933 is officially 
placed at 2,489,000 fine ounces by 
the government, a gain over 1952 of 
142 per cent and more than twice 
the annual average of czarist days. 

Previously Moscow had kept its gold 


production figures a well-guarded 
secret. Unofficial calculations placed 
Russian output at about 1,000,000 
ounces in 1929 and less than 00,000 
in 1920. 

The soviet government claims to 
have spent more than 500,000,000 
rubles in the last fe: “ears on the 
gold mining industrr foreign or- 
ders for gold mining iinery have 
grown visibly. 

Officials of the bolshevik regime 
assert that Russia’s gold deposits are 
well-nigh inexhaustible and that the 


the Transvaal, richest gold source 


ever found. 

Gold is needed by Russia mainly to 
meet payments on foreign credits, of 
vital importance during the period of 
industrial construction. The soviet 
state bank reports holdings of some 
$700,000,000 worth of gold (at $35 
an ounce), which ranges it fifth 
among central banks and goverments, 
after the United States, France, Eng- 
land and Spain.

Culbertson on Contract

U. S. S. R. some day will exceed even: 


A Difficult Guess. 


It is sometimes possible for a con- 
tract player to so camouflage the 
fact that he has a loser in his hand 
that an opponent has no alternative 
but to make a sheer guess. No mat- 
ter how accurate one may . be in 
drawing inferences from the bidding, 


the inferences drawn may be inac- 
curate because the basis o 
not fact but simply cheery optimism. 

Mr. George C. Engel, of New York, 
sent me the hand below, in which he 
held the South cards and fulfilled a 
grand slam contract simply because 
his opponents at the end faced a gucss 
as to which card to hold, and the 
guess actually made, though it ap- 
peared to have the soundest founda- 
tion in the bidding, proved to be a 
losing one. 

South, dealer.

As Mr. Engel remarks, his bidding 
was optimistic in view of the fact 
that while his partner’s response was 
positive, it did not necessarily indi- 
cate the ace, and in addition to that, 
he might need a break in the spade 
suit to assure the making of a grand 
slam. Thus the chances of a success- 
ful grand slam were not even. 

West could have saved himself a 
great deal of trouble by opening the 
heart ace against the slam bid, inas- 
much as the fates had decided that 
he would fail to defeat the contract 
in any case. His second choice of a 
lead, the diamond king, would also 
perhaps have tended to clarify mat- 
ters as East could later have discard- 
ed all his hearts and thus let West 
read the distribution. Instead, how- 
ever, West elected to open a trump, 
and Mr. Engel proceeded to take 11 
tricks, the last two ¢ards in his band 
being the nine of diamonds and one 
trump. The last trump was led at the 
twelfth trick, and now West, faced 
with a difficult guess. guessed wrong, 
discarding the diamond king, and the 
diamond nine won the grand slam 
trick. 

The illustration of the pseudo- 
squeeze is interesting but West’s play 
from the start was bad. and so was 
East's, for even after West's mistake 
in the choice of an opening lead, East 
should have helped bim to the extent 
of disclosing exactly what the heart 
situation was. The double, of course, 
was a factor in prompting the de- 
clarer to attempt the pseudo-squeeze 
rather than hope to find the heart 
ace in the East hand. It was obvious 
to South that this play must lose 
after West had doubled, and the only 
alternative was the pseudo-squeeze.

| Bank.Clearings 


NEW YORK, July 13.—Bank clear- 
ings again show some expansion, in 
spite of the recession from last year 
at a few of the larger centers. ‘The 
total this week for all leading cities 
in the United States, as reported to 
Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., was $4,739,- 
546,000, which was 11.7 per cent be- 
low that of a year ago. Clearings at 
New York city were $3,099,236,000, 
a loss of 20.5 per cent, while the ag- 
gregate of $1,640,310,000 for all out 
side centers was higher by 11.5 per 
cent, 

Reductions appeared this week at 
Boston and Chicago, in addition to 
New York city. The heavy specula- 
tive trading a year ago swelled bank 
settlements at that time, and contin- 
ued throughout July. For the second 
week of this mid-summer month, when 
a reduction in clearings might be ex- 
pected, the total is larger than for 
any week since the middje of June, 
when corporation tax payments con- 
tributed to the amount. 

Compared with last week, which 
was for five days only, and included 
monthly -and half-yearly settlements, 
clearings this week show an increase 
of $250,478,000; for the same two 
weeks last year, there was an increase 
of $390,229,000. At many outside 
centers, payments continue quite a lit- 
tle larger than a year ago. Among 
these cities are Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh, Baltimore, Detroit, Cleveland, 
St. Louis, Kansas. City, Omaha, At- 
lanta, Louisville, Dallas and Portland.

Two young ladies, recently grad- 
uated from college, write that they 
would enjoy a discussion of teach- 
ing as a profession for women. They 


are halting between the school room 
and the hospital. They are ambitious 
to enter a profession that will be 
congenial, one in which they can find 
outlet for their youthful enthusiasm, 
opportunity for useful service as well 
as food for their mouths and clothes 
for their backs. 

A distinguished schoolmaster’ who 
has taught for 25 years in a famous 
preparatory school in New England 
enumerates the qualities that make 
the model teacher: sincerity, symnpa- 
thy, tact, patience, sense of justice. 
or fairness, well regulated ‘sense of 
humor, a humanity that gives the pu- 
pil a feeling of kinship with the teach- 
er, and an ability to appeal to the 
imagination of the pupil. 


These qualities may make the 
model teacher but the majority of 
young college graduates choose to 
teach because. the schoolroom offers 
an ever ready means of making a 
living, small but sure. They take |it- 
tle thought for their native qualifi- 
cations.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—())—~ 
Lumber orders reported by the Na- 
tional Lumber Manufacturer’s Asso- 
ciation, shrank to the lowest level of 
the past 18 months during the week 
ending July 7.

781,000 feet against 164,670,000 feet 
for the previous week and the latter 
was down to 102.959.000 feet as com- 
pared with 156,152,000 feet.
